Referring to the insular policy de- 


cided by the supreme court, he said: 


"Did the candid intelligent men'who 


who adopted it, having just finished a 
seven-year war 
to free 
themselves 


rom colonial subjection to Great Brit- 
lan intend to vest in the government 
they were creating the power to bold 
other territory in like colonial subjec- 
tion? 


"1 can but look upon it as an impu- 


tation upon,either the integrity or the 
ntelligence of the framers of the con- 
stitution that this nation should es- 
tablish for other lands that same col- 
onial subjection, "to relieve themselves 
'rom which had been waged such as 
earnest'and exhausing war." 


Turning his attention to congress the 
ustice proceeded: 


Was there 'ever 
such 
a mad 


scramble on the part of everyone be- 
ieving in the existence of some legal 
vrong for congressional legislation to 
edress? Trade-marks, divorces, poly- 
gamy, insurance, supervision of cor- 
jorations, inspection of factories, all 
are" crowded upon congress and an ap- 
ieal made to it for action, and when 
<5ome of the legislation proposed proves 
o be in conflict with previous decis- 
ons of the supreme court the effect 
if those decisions is sought to be ob- 
-ia-*ed by subterfuges of legislation. 


"I said five years ago, and the truth 


las not diminshed with the passing 
ears, thai Washington is the great 
obby camp of the world. 


"It is profoundly true that congress- 


onal legislation is not legislation by 
epresentatives of the people, but by 
ommittees of such . representatives, 
ries and wants become more varied, 
he burden on congress will continue 
o increase if this tendency toward cen- 
ralization is not stayed. 


Is there not danger in this centrali- 


saiion of building up the party ma- 
hine and the party toss and giving 
liem a power such as has never been 
reamed 
of in this country? How 


trcnuously even now the party whip 
s swung over the heads of congress- 
men and senators."

matter of having better public high- 
ways on which to travel. 


About 30 persons became members 


of the association, by paying 25 cents, 
-which entitles them 
to all benefits), 


including valuable literature sent out 
occasionally by the secretary, W. 
Prout. 


The meeing was called to order by 


W. C. Weiant of this city, who intro- 
duced Mr. Levi Knowlton of Utica, 
as permanent 
chairman. 
The first 


speaker was the Hon. 
W. A. Ash- 


brook, who formally welcomed the 


' association to his native village in an 


appropriate address. 
The 
speakers 


who followed were: Hon. M. L. Smy- 
ser of Wooster, J. L. Wyly of Gran- 
ville, Rev. Mr. Kite of 
Johnstown, 


and Hon. S.. A. Duke of Arkansas. All 
of the speeches were replete with ex- 
cellent thoughts 
along the line of 


good roads. 


The following points 
were very 


forcibly brought out during the talks 
That work upon the roads should he 
applied more intelligently, as a very 
large per cent of work done upon 
them makes them worse rather than 
belter; that no bowlders, so, or cut 
briars or brash should be left in the 
traveled part of the highway; 
that 


the King method should be used; that 
farmers should not allow weeds and 
objectionable truck grow along 
the 


roads through th&ir farms; that good 
roads enhance the value of land and 
are a social blessing; that the present 
rural free delivery system necessitates 
good roads; that the appropriations 
•for good roads should be made as 
liberally as we have- appropriations 
for rivers and harbors, state and na- 
tional militia, etc.; that there are 
about 1500 miles of roads in Licking 
county, a greater part of which are 
nearly impassible during the greater 
part of the year; that the law pro- 
tecting roads from heavy loads when 
in a soft condition, and from 
heavy 


vehicles with narrow tires, should oe 
enforced; that 
public 
sentinient 


should be created in favor of better 
roads by holding good roads meet- 
ings in different parts of the country 
that as paved streets and 
beautiful 


lawns make city property 
valuable 


and beautiful, so good and well kept 
roads and beautiful country lawns do 
not only enhance farm land in value. 
but with, telephones and rural mail 
delivery, will make country homes at- 
tractive and pleasant and preven- 
such 
an exodus to the cities; lastly

The sluiceway is composed of sbee 


steel, about 54 inches wide, turned 
up at each side about five inches o 
the same material on an incline of 20 
degrees, running from a high plat 
form where the earth and gravel ar< 
deposited to drop into a hopper whicl 
carries the dirt and gravel to the em 
of a huge washer made of iron, 
2 


feet long 
three feet 
in diameter 


punctured with small holes, open a 
both ends, which is set on a trunnion 
lengthwise over the sluiceway.

the end where the dirt goes in a hug 
stream of water is thrown in by th 
force of an engine. At the other end 
of the washer which is open, there is 
an arrangement 
provided for that 


casts out all of the large gravel, and 
throwing it to one side of the sjiUice- 
way. out of the way. 
In the same 


end of the washer a smaller stream of 
water plays into 
the inside of the 


washer. This washer is operated by 
an engine and can revolve fast or 
slow, to suit. All the loose gold and

Washington, Aug. 10.—For the first 


time in 13 years the government an- 
nounced iis 
intention to purchase 


silver for coinage purposes. 


Anticipating that its reappearance 


as.a purchaser might temporarily dis- 
turb the market unduly, the.treasurer 
already obtained control of consider- 
able amounts for future delivery, so 
that it is in position to drop out of 
the market for several months if de- 
sirable.

after until further notice.

adelphia, 
New Orleans or Denver 


mints, settlement to be on the New 
York basis of bullion guaranteed 999 
fine. The treasury reserves the right 
to reject all tenders or accept such 
part of any tender as in'ay suit its 
convenience. 


The average requirements of the 


treasury throughout the year prob- 
ably will not exceed 100,000 ounces 
per week, and it will be the policy of 
the department, while keeping a rea- 
sonable amount on hand, to so dis- 
tribute its purchases throughout the 
year that its demands will be uni- 
form, and not an element of uncer- 
tainty in the market. These pur- 
chases will be made under the author- 
ity of section 3526 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


The stock in the treasury became 


so low that it was apparent, accord- 
ing to the department, that the de- 
mands 
of a constantly enlarging 


trade could not be met without addi- 
tional 
coinage. 
The 
secretary 
of 


treasury was in doubt whether exist- 
ing statutes authorized him to buy 
bullion for this purpose. He was of 
the opinion that it would be better 
policy to meet future demands for 
subsidiary coin by the recoinage of 
silver dollars in the treasury, and so 
recommended to congress. 
Congress, 


however, having failed to act on his 
recommendation, Secretary Shaw re- 
quested an opinion from the attorney 
general as to his authority to pur- 
chase bullion for this purpose under 
existing law, and he received a favor- 
able reply, based on section 3526, Re- 
vised Statutes. The .policy just an- 
nounced was accordingly determined. 


From the resumption of specie pay- 


ments in 1879 down to the year 
1SOO 


the constant increase in the stock of 
subsidiary coin required by the grow- 
ing: population and trade of the coun- 
try was supplied by the recoinage of 
old and uncurrent subsidiary coins 
which accumulated in the treasury 
under the resumption act. In 1900, 
as this stock was running low, au- 
thority was granted in the monetary 
act of March 14 to the secretary of 
treasury to divert bullion purchased 
under the act of July 14, 1890, for the 
coinage of silver dollars, to the coin- 
age of subsidiary pieces. Under this 
authority about 133,000,000 has been 
coined since' 1900. The stock of bul- 
lion in the treasury was exhausted 
more than a year ago, and since then 
no bullion has been available for 
subsidiary coins.

PROJECT HAS FAILED 


Proposition to 
Acquire the 
PIf.cr 


tin- President Was Kom 


Through. 


New York, Aug. 10.—The Roosevelt 


Home club, which organized to ac- 
quire possession of the Roosevelt 
homestead where the president was 
born and to maintain it as a landmark 
in the city of New York, decided that 
It is not in a position to fulfill 
its 


mission. Justice MacLean in supreme 
court, on the application of Roderick 
Begg. president of the club, and the 
other directors and officers, signed an 
order permitting the sale of the 
Roosevelt homestead for th* sum of 
SC0.000. The project of securing tbe 
birthplace of President Roosevelt at 
28 East Twentieth street was discow- 
aged by the president, and from that 
time the proposition became a failure.

Hering Re»eals a "Side". Ledger In 


Which the Missing President Con- 
cealed 
Condition 
of 
Bank 
From 


State Examiner — Claims He Did 
Not Profit by Stensland's Acts. 


Chicago, Aug. 10.—The Chicago Ti- 


tle and Trust company was appointed 
receiver of the personal estate of Paul 
0. Stensland, president of the defunct 


i Milwauke'e Avenue bank. The estate 


is valued at $500.000. The appoiat- 
ment was made on the petition of 
three creditors. It was feared that 
because of Stensland's flight from Chi- 
cago he would transfer his estate and 
defeat his creditors. 


Henry 
W. Heriug, cashier, was 


placed under arrest, and will be re- 
fused his release ou bail until his con- 
nection with the disappearance or 
nearly $1,000,000 of the bank's funds 
Is cleared up. Paul 0. Stensland, 
president of the defunct institution, is 
still a fugitive, aud although nearly 
100 detectives are searching for the 
missing president, his whereabouts 
are as much of a mystery as ever. 


Hering was in Chicago when he in- 


formed the police of his whereabouts 
and indicated his willingness to sur- 
render. Within two hours he was iu 
custody. 


Hering was taken to the office o\ 


Chief 
of Police 
Collins and 
put 


through a thorough examination as to 
his 
knowledge of President Stens- 


land's mismanagement of the institu- 
tion. Hering declared he had no com- 
munication with Stenslaad for over a 
week. The cashier strenuously denied 
the charge that he (himself) is partly 
responsible for the failure of the bank. 
He maintains that if he is guilty of 
breaking the banking laws of Illinois, 
President Stensland is responsible, as 
Hering in his examination declared 
he never benefited a single dollar by 
President Stensland's peculiar system 
of banking. 


Examination of the books is being 


made by representatives of the state, 
assisted by Hering. Assistant State's 
Attorney Olsen said many instances 
are being found of violation of the 
state banking laws, especially as to 
loans. Just how far these violations 
extend can not be determined until 
securities given for the loans can be 
examined. Olsen said that in many 
instances more than 10 per cent and 
in some cases 25 per cent of the capi- 
tal stock were loaned to persons con- 
nected with the bank. It was discov- 
ered that Stensland loaned the Paul 
0. Stensland Real Kstate company 
513,000. Four loans amounting to 
?93,000 were made to as many persons 
who, 
it is reported, are clerks in the 


Milwaukee avenue co-operative storu, 
one of Stensland's ventures. 


The 
most startling discovery of 


fraudulent work was a "side" ledger 
Hering took from a hidden drawer. 
This he is said to have admitted to 
the investigators was kept from the 
state bank examiner on his annual 
visits. In it were found entries of 
loans, practically without securities, 
aggregating ?191,000. 


Neither state nor police officials 


were satisfied with the explanation 
given by Hering of his connection 
with the collapse of the bank, and it 
was accordingly decided to refuse bail 
to Heriug until the matter is investi- 
gated further.
